refer. Previous works have dealt with ‘Greek Imperials’ as the final phase in the decline of 
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the Greek coinage, listing the coins in a geographical rather than a chronological sequence. 
Such an arrangement totally obscures the real importance of these coins which lies in their 
close relationship to the Roman Imperial coinage of the Ist-3rd centuries A.D., which is 
always catalogued primarily by reign. This new book fills an important gap in numismatic 
literature by giving detailed coverage of the Greek Imperial coinage reign by reign, for the 
first time in modern publications. 


In addition to the listing of Greek Imperials this catalogue includes a subsidiary section on 
the coinages of independent states and client kingdoms contemporary with the Roman 
Imperial period. In all, more than 6,000 coins are catalogued with up-to-date estimations 
of their market values in an average state of preservation. 


The photographic illustrations by P. Frank Purvey, of B.A. Seaby Ltd., are numerous and 
of high quality. They are incorporated in the text, as in all of the other ‘‘Sear’’ standard 
collector handbooks, as an aid to easy identification. The coins used for illustrating the 
catalogue are from the extensive collections of the British Museum and the Ashmolean 
Museum, Oxford, where Mr. Sear undertook much of the basic research for the book.

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Arrian, The Campaigns of Alexander (Anabasis). Second century A.D. history of Alex- 
ander the Great, drawing heavily on the lost memoirs of Ptolemy. The only author to treat 
Alexander factually instead of romantically, and thus our most valuable literary source on 
Alexander. 


Caesar, The Conquest of Gaul (De bello gallico). Classic, concise memoirs by Caesar 
describing and defending his actions in Gaul from 58 to 52 B.C. 


Gibbon, The Portable Gibbon (The Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire, condensed). A 
classic of English prose style and historiography, covering the Constantinian and late 
Roman periods. 


Josephus, The Jewish War. Though a Jewish governor of Galillee, Josephus sided with the 
Romans. He is not always historically relible, but his unique account of the war and of such 
figures as Herod, Agrippa, Pontius Pilate, and Vespasian remains an important source 
book for a period and place of which we know little else. 


Kirk, The Nature of Greek Myths. Professor Kirk’s general analysis of the nature of myths 
is followed by a splendid account of the Greek myths about Gods, heroes, and in great 
detail, the myths about the unique God-hero Heracles. 


Livy, The Early History of Rome (Ab urbe condita, books i-x). Annalistic treatment of 
Rome’s origins and conquest of Italy. 


Livy, Rome and the Mediterranean (Ab urbe condita, books xxi-xlv). Annalistic treatment 
of the Macedonian and Syrian Wars, which expanded Roman influence to Macedon, 
Greece and Asia Minor. Throws light on such historical giants as Antiochus the Great, 
Philip V and Persius of Macedon, Ti, Quinctius Flamininus and Aemilius Paullus. 


Ovid, Metamorphoses. Ovid was a sophisticated writer and a prince of storytellers. This 
title is a fresh, charming collection of tales culled from Greek poems, myths, and Latin 
folk-lore. 


Plutarch, The Age of Alexander. An essentially literary conception of biography, placing 
character and moral lessons above factual accuracy or historical perspective. Nevertheless 
Plutarch more than any other writer shaped the Renaissance and popular modern idea of 
the great men he wrote about. 


Plutarch, The Fall of the Roman Republic. Six Roman lives: Marius, Sulla, Crassus, 
Pompey, Caesar, Cicero. Inspirational. 


Plutarch, Makers of Rome. Lives of Republican Roman patriots. 


Plutarch, The Rise and Fall of Athens. Nine Greek lives. See P10. 
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Sallust, The Jugurthine War and The Conspiracy of Catiline. Generally censorious descrip- 
tions of the rise of Marius and the clash of Cicero, Cato and Caesar, illuminating both 
events and attitudes which contributed to the decline of the Republic. 


Scriptores Historiae Augustae, Lives of the Later Caesars. Anonymous fifth-century 
biographies of third-century emperors — often scandalous or semi-legendary, but the only 
literary source we have for some of the obscure usurpers of this dark century. 


Suetonius, The Twelve Caesars. Entertaining, spicy and outrageous anecdotes rather than 
serious historiography, but based upon confidential material in the imperial archives of 
Hadrian’s day. Great reading. 


Thucydides, The Peloponnesian War. Extremely detailed eye-witness account of the war 
which ruined Athens and the internal political struggles which influences the war. Careful 
research combined with vivid dramatizations of leading personalities (Pericles, Alcibiades) 
make this a literary and historiographical masterpiece. 
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
